Council to use powers to force sale of up to 300 properties in borough 

Empty homes under fire

Kingston Council is planning 
to use its powers for the first 
time to force owners of empty 
homes to sell up to help 
ease the borough’s housing 
crisis. 

It will use its powers to en¬ 
force the sale of and, in 
exceptional circumstances, 
compulsory purchase, along 
with other sanctions, to force 
the owners of as many as 300 
empty homes in the borough 
to sell up. 


The council is owed more 
than £120,000 in council tax 
and about 300 homes in the 
borough are unoccupied, 
down from 1,100 in 2010. 

Lead member for better 
homes Councillor Patricia 
Bamford said the council 
planned to ramp up its use of 
the “stick”, as well as the car¬ 
rot, in persuading owners to 
bring their homes up to 
scratch. 

Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate James Berry 
said: “That is something the 
council should be doing and 
frankly should have been 
doing for a long time.

“[And] I think that the 
council’s effort to go after 
people defaulting on council 
tax in unoccupied homes is to 
be welcomed. 


“It is plain that the solution 
is to build more affordable 
houses. Where you put that is 
a different matter - the obvi¬ 
ous place is the Tolworth 
Toby Jug site.” 

Kingston Labour chairman 
Laurie South praised the 
council’s action but said it 
came “just before the elec¬ 
tion, after 12 years”. 

He said: “We have just got a 
total disgrace as far as build¬ 
ing affordable homes is con¬ 
cerned. [But] just building 
affordable homes is one part 
of it. It is really a whole at¬ 
tack on all fronts that has got 
to take place.”

One of the Liberal Democrats’ 
most senior councillors, Rolson 
Davies, will be among those step¬ 
ping down at next month’s local 
elections. 

The 64-year-old Lib Dem deputy 
leader said he had made the deci¬ 
sion to quit after the 2010 elec¬ 
tions, in order to spend more 
time with his family. 

He is one of several high-profile 
and long-serving council mem¬ 
bers who will not be seeking re- 
election on May 22. 

Liberal Democrats Barry 
O’Mahony, Mary Heathcote, cur¬ 
rent deputy mayor Alan Dean, 
John Burgess, and Sharon Hart¬ 
ley will all be stepping aside. 

Meanwhile Conservative coun¬ 
cillors Dennis Doe, Michael Bur¬ 
den, Karen George, Patrick Codd, 
Lynne Finnerty, Adrian Holder, 
Mick Amson and Kate Stinton - 
who, at 25 per cent, 
has the lowest at¬ 
tendance record of 
any councillor - 
Lare also quitting 
Guildhall. 

But independent 
councillor Tim 
Dennen, who is 
being prosecut¬ 
ed by Kingston 
Council for al¬ 
leged benefit 
fraud, will be 



seeking re-election in Canbury 
ward. 

Also standing in Canbury is 
controversial Liberal Democrat 
campaigner Dan Falchikov. 

Mr Falchikov recently apolo¬ 
gised for his conduct in the 2010 
general election, when he was al¬ 
legedly overheard boasting how 
he had planted a news story 
about Kingston Hospital being at 
risk of closing - kicking-off the 
party’s Save Kingston Hospital 
campaign. 

Another election hopeful who 
has courted controversy is Tory 
barrister Adrian Amer. 

He caused outrage during the 
Grove ward byelection in 2012 
when he sent out an “insensitive 
leaflet” after Margot Sheehy was 
murdered in her home in Spring- 
field Road. 

Mr Amer is again standing for 
the Tories in Grove. 

For the Conservatives, former 
party leader and parliamentary 
candidate Kevin Davis will be 
standing in Old Malden, while 
former Tory councillors Ian 
George and Mary Clark are both 
standing again, in Alexandra and 
Old Malden respectively. 

Another former councillor 
seeking a return to Guildhall is 
Labour’s Steve Mama, who is 
campaigning in Grove. 

Firefighter Simon Jakeman is 


standing for the Green Party in 
North Chessington and Hook, 
alongside environmental cam¬ 
paigner Jean Vidler, who is bat¬ 
tling for a seat in Coombe Hill. 

UKIP is fielding a candidate in 
all but two of the 16 wards, with 
only Grove and St Mark’s Hill not 
featuring a representative from 
Nigel Farage’s party. 

And the Trade Unionists and 
Socialists Against Cuts will fight 
in seven wards. 

There will also be one BNP can¬ 
didate - David Child. 

Mr Child stood for the far-right 
party in the 2012 Grove byelec¬ 
tion, when he received 23 votes. 

Last year, he was accused of 
sending racist and homophobic 
tweets from a now deactivated ac¬ 
count.

Mother charged with murdering her children appears at Old Bailey

The mother of three children found 
dead in New Malden last week has 
been remanded to a secure hospital. 

Tania Clarence, 42, of Thetford 
Road, appeared at the Old Bailey 
this week after being charged last 
Thursday with the murder of her 
children Olivia, four, and Ben and 
Max, three. 

Mrs Clarence will next appear at 
the Old Bailey for a plea and case 
management hearing on Tuesday, 
July 15. 

The children, who all suffered 
from a genetic condition called 
spinal muscular atrophy, were 
found dead after police were called 
last Tuesday night, with Mrs 
Clarence arrested after being dis¬ 
charged from hospital with minor 
injuries. 

Further tests were ordered after 
postmortem examinations carried 
out on the children did not establish 
how they died. 

Their father, Investec executive 
Gary Clarence, came face-to-face 
with his wife when she appeared at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court. 

Both were in tears as Mrs

Clarence confirmed her name, ad¬ 
dress and date of birth. 

Mr Clarence was understood to 
have been on holiday in his native 
South Africa at the time of the chil¬ 
dren’s deaths. 

St James Councillor Ken Smith 
said he was contacted by the family 
some months ago with concerns 
about wheelchair access over 
the uneven pavement outside the 
house. 

He said: “When I spoke to the lady 
she was very, very concerned about 
the children and that they were 
looked after properly. 

“This is a tragedy. What can 
one say? We don’t know the full 
details.” 

Rachel Carr, headteacher at 
Alexandra Infant School, said: “We 
are deeply shocked by the tragic 
loss of three lovely children, and 
our thoughts are with their family 
and friends. 

“This is an extremely sad and dif¬ 
ficult time for all of us, particularly 
for those who worked with and sup¬ 
ported the family. 

“Pupils, staff and parents are 
being given expert support and ad¬ 
vice and helping each other at this 
sensitive time, as the whole school 
community comes to terms with the 
tragic loss of three young lives.”

£337k offer withdrawn 
to revamp public area

An offer of £337,500 to im¬ 
prove public space in the 
crucial north Kingston rede¬ 
velopment area has been 
withdrawn by its developer. 

Land acquisition company 
Goldcrest, owner of the 
Kingsgate Business Centre, 
has appealed to the Planning 
Inspectorate after Kingston 
Council delayed a decision 
on its application for a retail 
and office block with 210- 
bedroom student accommo¬ 
dation above. 

It has now reconsidered its 
original section 106 contri¬ 
bution of £337,500 and with¬ 
drawn the offer entirely. 

The Kingsgate site is a key 
part of the council’s North 
Kingston development brief, 
alongside the decommis¬ 
sioned gas holders and Can- 
bury Place car park. 

It is also the preferred lo¬ 
cation for a desperately 
needed two-form primary 
school.

would have been used to cre¬ 
ate a linear park running 
from Sury Basin through to 
Kingsgate Road, or a new 
road adjacent to the site. 

A council report said 
the application would have 
to be refused without Gold- 
crest’s public improvement 
contribution. 

But the company’s appeal, 
on the grounds of non-deter¬ 
mination, now means the de¬ 
cision is out of the hands of 
the local authority. 

The report, to be heard at 
this week’s development 
control committee, reads: 
“It is considered that the 
public realm contribution of 


£337,500 is of fundamental 
importance to the delivery 
and development of this site 
as part of the North 
Kingston development brief. 

“A public realm contribu¬ 
tion of this nature will also 
be sought for the adjacent 
gas holders site and these 
contributions are integral to 
delivery of development 
across the whole brief 
area.” 

As previously reported, 
Goldcrest had offered 
Kingston Council a land- 
swap deal for Canbury Place 
car park that would virtual¬ 
ly guarantee a primary 
school in the area. 


The development control 
committee deferred the deci¬ 
sion on Goldcrest’s applica¬ 
tion to consider the offer, 
before the appeal was 
submitted. 

However, councillors were 
still confident a land-swap 
deal could be reached if 
necessary. 

Councillor Vicky Harris, 
development control comm¬ 
ittee chairman, said: “The 
application had been in for 
some time, so they just 
wanted a decision to move 
forward. 

“But Goldcrest is as aware 
as we are of the importance 
of developing the site as 
a whole. 

“I certainly hope we would 
not lose the land swap.” 

Councillor Simon James, 
lead member for planning 
and transport, said: “The 
inspectorate can do whatev¬ 
er it likes in theory, but I 
would be surprised if it was 
passed without some sort of 
section 106 contribution.”

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Terrified man jumped from balcony to escape burglars 


Fake firearm burglar 
is given seven years

A Tolworth teenager has been 
jailed for more than seven years 
for his role in a burglary where 
the victim was left so terrified 
after being shown a gun he 
jumped off his balcony. 

Raphael Audain-Reason, 18, 
now of Mitcham Lane, 
Streatham, denied aggravated 
burglary when he appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court for his 
trial recently. 

But the teenager, a former 
pupil at Southborough High 
School, was found guilty of ag¬ 
gravated burglary with an imi¬ 
tation firearm in Lavender Hill, 
Battersea, which took place on 
June 19 last year. 

He was sentenced to seven 
years and six months in a young 
offender institution. 

His accomplice Vitor Almeida, 
18, of Stockwell Road, Lambeth, 
who also denied the charge, was 
sentenced to six years in a 
young offender institution. 

During the trial the court 
heard victim Edward Graham 
suffered a broken ankle after he

fell to the ground from his flat 
balcony. 

His cousin, who was visiting at 
the time, escaped the flat by 
climbing down a drainpipe. 

Prosecutor Simon Sandford 
said: “Fearing for his life Mr 
Graham was so frightened that 
he ran to the balcony of this flat 
and jumped off the balcony. 


“He recalled the men shouting 
‘Where is it? Where is the gold? 
Where is the money?’ before he 
hit the ground.” 

The court heard the defen¬ 
dants had come into the flat 
socially. 

Mr Graham asked them to pop 
to the shop to get some water for 
him - but when they returned 
and left again, the front door 
had been left open, allowing a 
balaclava-clad man with a pistol 
to enter. 

Mr Sandford likened it to a 
bank robbery where each 
person has their own role, such 
as a look-out, a getaway driver, 
and the person taking the 
goods. 

Jurors heard the victim had 
known Almeida because he had 
visited his aunt who lived in the 
same block and stayed with her 
after his mother had remarried. 

Following the burglary two 
mobile phones, keys, two bags 
containing documents, cards, a 
wallet, bank cards, money and 
Mr Graham’s daughter’s birth 
certificate, as well as a ring, 
were stolen.

MUM: COUNCIL 
IS TO BLAME 

Raphael Audain-Reason’s mother blames 
Kingston Council for her son’s spiral into 
crime. 

He was taken into foster care at the age of 
14 after she suffered a serious head injury, 
which caused blindness, after a fight at 
Villiers Road tip in 2009. 

He is the fourth of seven children. 

Sally Reason, 47, who lives in Tolworth, 
said: “When he was at home he had never 
committed any crime. He was not allowed to 
drink, take drugs and all these sort of 
things. 

“When he disappeared into their care all of 
these things went on. 

“He was a champion gymnast who won 
medals for London. He would have competed 
in the Olympics, but they put him with a 
foster care person in Roehampton and gave 
him money and didn’t send him to school. 

“He was constantly going missing so they 
gave him a mobile phone and as long as he 
called in he wasn’t missing. They took off all 
the controls. 

“My little ones are devastated because 
they know they will be adults by the time 
they see him again. I know what he did was 
awful, but he’s not the only one being 
punished.” 

Mrs Reason is taking the company that 
ran Villiers Road tip to the High Court in a 
private prosecution, expected to take place 
in January next year, she said. 

She said police believed she had started 
the altercation, which involved her husband 
and three workers fighting and left her with 
injuries when she intervened, she claimed.

Teenager was stabbed two years ago 


A serious case review carried out two 
years ago was about Raphael Audain- 
Reason trying to rob a drug dealer, the 
Kingston Guardian can now reveal. 

Kingston Council was criticised in the 
independent report that examined a 
triple stabbing that left Audain-Reason 
and another teenager with potentially 
life threatening injuries in Chessington. 

Audain-Reason was involved in the 
knife fight with a drug dealer that left 
him and his 16-year-old friend dripping 
with blood as they collapsed at a bus stop 
in Leatherhead Road on May 30,2012. 

The pair had walked out of court with a 
community sentence hours before they 
tried to rob the drug dealer at Sir Francis 
Barker rec. Their plan backfired when he 
pulled a knife on them. 


Both received 18-month youth rehabili¬ 
tation orders when they appeared at 
Wimbledon Youth Court for their sen¬ 
tencing on August 7, 2012, after pleading 
guilty to affray. 

The serious case review stated that al¬ 
though the incident may have been un¬ 
avoidable, it criticised the borough’s 
multi-agency work, which allowed the 
pair to each skip more than a year of 
school. It said police and social workers 
focused on “procedures not outcomes” 
for the boys, who had both been involved 
in previous criminal activity and had 
spent time in prison before. 

It also said no one recognised “that the 
escalation of their criminal activity could 
mean that they were at greater risk of 
significant harm”.

Fatal crash driver ‘was 
asleep or preoccupied’

An archer who died after his 
car ploughed into a tree may 
have been preoccupied after 
separating from his wife, an 
inquest has heard. 

IT manager Jason Griffiths, 
41, of Hunting Gate Drive, 
Chessington, died after his car 
hit an oak tree in Rushett 
Lane, between Malden 
Rushett and Epsom, in the 
early hours of June 4 last year. 

The Chessington Bowmen 
Club coach was found by a 
passerby who stopped at the 
crash site on their way to work 
just after 4am. 

The court heard that Mr 
Griffiths and his wife had been 
separated for two years, 
although many of his associ¬ 
ates and colleagues did not 
know this until weeks before 
he died. 

Police and paramedics both 
attended, before Surbiton fire¬ 
fighters removed his body 
from the Toyota Corolla, 
which had caught fire. 

Mr Griffiths’ father, mother 



and brother were at the 
inquest on April 23. 

Work colleague Kevin 
Murphy gave evidence at the 
inquest, where he suggested 
that Mr Griffiths was preoccu¬ 
pied the day before the crash. 

He said: “There was definite¬ 
ly something, I don’t know 
what it was, but he was totally 
different. Jason was a very 
friendly guy. He went around 
every morning and used to 
shake everyone’s hand. 

“That day, he came in and 
put his earphones in and was 
working solidly all day. That 
was unusual. 

“There was definitely some¬ 
thing playing on his mind.” 

Another work colleague, 
Stephanie Mason, said: “He 
seemed to get more wound up 
as the day went on.” 


Friend Joanna Biggs also 
gave evidence and said that 
Mr Griffiths had been drink¬ 
ing and smoking a lot more in 
the weeks before his death - 
although toxicology results 
showed no excessive or harm¬ 
ful substances in his body. 

Police Constable Brian Gam¬ 
ble said he estimated the car 
had hit the tree at about 
50mph - within the speed 
limit. 

Andrew Trimble, chairman 
of Chessington Bowmen Club, 
had a statement read out on 
his behalf, in which he said Mr 
Griffiths had made numerous 
excuses for why his wife could 
not come out to events or why 
he could not come into their 
home. 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama 
said: “We will never know the 
genuine reason why Jason’s 
car went the way it did. 

“The most likely cause was 
that he was either asleep or a 
combination of preoccupied 
and asleep - either way it was 
a terrible accident that result¬ 
ed in his death.” 

The coroner recorded a con¬ 
clusion of death by a road traf¬ 
fic collision.

A dead pet left rotting be¬ 
hind a wardrobe and find¬ 
ing underwear in the fridge 
are just two of the more un¬ 
usual scenarios landlords 
faced when their tenants 
moved out. 

These tales of woe were 
unearthed by AA Home 
Membership when it car¬ 
ried out a survey among 200 
landlords asking them 
about their relationship 
with tenants. 

It found most landlord- 
tenant disputes centred 
around the state a property 
was left in when tenants 
failed to clean up when they 
moved out. 

It found more than half (54 
per cent) of disputes were 
caused by property damage, 
four out of 10 (42 per cent) 
were caused by tenants fail¬ 
ing to clean the property 


when they moved and al¬ 
most one out of three (28 
per cent) were caused by 
poor garden maintenance. 

Helen Brooker, Head of 
AA Home Membership said: 
“Landlords put a lot of trust 
in tenants. Even if they do 
background checks, there’s 
still an element of the un¬ 
known when they let some¬ 
one they barely know live in 
their property. 

“When most landlords and 
tenants fall out it’s usually 
over quite ordinary, every¬ 
day issues. 

“It could be worthwhile 
for landlords to check on 
the property from time to 
time to make sure every¬ 
thing’s okay, though it’s im¬ 
portant that tenants don’t 
feel as though they’re hav¬ 
ing their privacy invaded.”

We need to talk about mum 


and dad 



Almost a third of adults liv¬ 
ing in London would have 
their ageing parents live with 
them if they needed full-time 
care. 

That’s according to re¬ 
search carried out by Care 
UK, which runs 28 residential 
homes in the region. 

Another third would refuse 
to let their parents move in, 
mainly because their home 
wasn’t big enough. 

The research found two 
thirds of adults in London 
and Greater London worry 
about the future care of their 
parents, yet most refuse to 
discuss the topic with them, 
and even less have made any 
plans, new research has re¬ 
vealed. 

The results reveal that ei¬ 
ther side may refuse to talk 
about it, or the subject has 
simply never come up. In con¬ 
trast, less than seven per cent 
of people in London discuss 
the topic regularly and one in 
five broach the subject from 


time to time. 

With an ageing population 
and an expected increase in 
the need for elderly care ser¬ 
vices, Care UK say that this is 
a subject that needs to be dis¬ 
cussed, sooner rather than 
later. 

Jeni Rushton, Care Manag¬ 
er at Care UK, said: “We un¬ 
derstand that the future care 
of a parent is an emotional 
topic and can be a difficult 
subject for many families to 
approach with their loved 
one. Discussing care plans 
with your parents can be up¬ 
setting, especially for the first 
time, but we encourage fami¬ 
lies to research and talk 
about their options so they 
can make informed decisions 
together. 

“Support is available but it 
can often be hard to find. Talk 
to a financial advisor about 
your options and seek advice 
online. We work closely with 
families to understand their 
needs and advise on all the 


options of care available, 
from respite and at-home sup¬ 
port through to nursing and 
residential care.” 

The research also discov¬ 
ered that sad, guilty, con¬ 
cerned and emotional are just 
some of the feelings that re¬ 
spondents said they would ex¬ 
perience if they had to 
arrange external care for 
their parents. 


Seven in 10 adults also said 
they would feel awful if their 
parents wanted to live with 
them but they couldn’t have 
them. 

In addition, the study found 
that while 37 per cent of 
those polled felt that a care 
home could provide better 
care for their parents, they 
felt guilty about arranging ex¬ 
ternal care.
